abuao of tho speakers is not the whole 
of our cotemporary'a oli'onco against 
good tasto and decency. Forfrotful ol 
tho fact that he is himself a mombor 
of the OoUDOii, that will soon be 
called on to consider the advisability 
oi the removal of tho capital ; for- 
getting that only a few weeks have 
elapsed ainoe be iasaed his address to 
' the electors of New Westminster' 
and solicited their votes to place him 
in an honorable position, for which his 
Btyle of writing proves that be is en" 
tirely unfitted, — what do we find this 
model legislator and would be < leader 
• of pnblio opinion' engaged in doing ? 
Why, nothing more nor less than tra- 
ducing tho characters of the electors 
and thoir representatives in the follow- 
ing choice language :

Thus have we seen 
tho forei(,'Der| who was but wailiiifj the ar- 
rival of Ihe next steamer to curry him I'rotn 
the Colony forever, step up to Uio poll and 
record his vote, or a drove of Kanakas, who 
' required a half-bout's tuition ami a second 
trial in order indistincily to articulate the 
name ol the candidate in whose interest they 
bad been dragged up, siaudiug upon equal 
footiog with the resident 13rilish Hulijccl ! Is 
it to men bo elected, and some of them not 
owning a dollarN worth ef property in ihe 
country, hut heing mere ' birds of paesage' 
like many of llieir con.-iiiluenls, is it lo a 
Council so conslitutod tlial can wisely and 
judiciously be conimiltcd the power of de- 
oi^iag aaob questioot as the one uoder dis- 
"casBioD I Tbe proposition is too monstrously 
, abaard and grossly onlrageoaa to be seriously 
oontemplated for aaiogle momeot." 

If what the AonoraWe writer has said 
concerning tho " nine soncalled elective 
members" and their " constituents " 
had been applied to just one of thoir 
nnmber — and that one himself — wo 
might be disposed to adopt his re- 
marks as faithful to life.

these questions because the air i.-. 
redolent with rumors to tho olFect 
that our cotoinporary, (;once(lii)g an 
easy victoi-y to tlio ]H)^\■ol ful opposi-, 
tion of the JixiUninc.r, has di>poso(i of 
bis WoBtminstor town lots, and is pro- 
paring to establish hiiiisoll in tho 
deapisod City of Victoria. \Vo are 
aware that Dame fiumor — like our 
cotemporarj' of tho Colmnhian — some- 
.times relates falsehoods, and porha|)s 
the wisest course to pursue would bo 
to content ourselves with a flat con- 
tradiction of his mendacious and 
mischievous assortiona,* but since 
tbe qualification of other honors 
able members has been question- 
ed by him, tho fairest thing our 
ootomporary can do is to disavow or 
acknowledge tho truth ot tho rumor.

We feel that; we. cannot] too* fro^ 
qnently and forcibly urgoVnpqniOur 
readers tho importhnoo ot thoroughly 
prospecting tbo auriferous quartz leads 
discovered during the past soason at 
Cariboo and Big Bond. Nothing will 
so much add to tho prosperity of tho 
couutry and the re-establishment of its 
good name abroad aa a knowledge of 
tbe fact that wo have one or more 
well defined quartz loads that are pay- 
ing dividends. Alluvial diggings are 
well enough while thoy last, but this 
description of mining is never Itisting, 
and, HO far as tho prosperity ot the 
masses are concerned, only serves to 
pave tho way to tho ' testimony of 
tlio rocks.' California struggled for 
yciirs, and never cnjoyod any real, 
permanent prosperity until quart/, 
mining was well understood and in 
full blast. Ephemeral towns started 
up in every direciion tlirougiiout tlio 
iniiios, only to last as long as tho dig- 
gings and then die out. The discovery 
ot quartz leads in California and tho 
knowledge of tho means to work them 
which has been gained in tho last ton 
years, has placoi California among 
tho richest States of tho Union. Ne- 
vada State, which in i860 contained 
only 1500 inhabitants, now boasts of a 
population of 75,000; and wherever in 
tho Golden State quartz has been dis- 
covered, is hoard tho busy thump of tho 
stampers as they crush tho rock and exi 
tract tho gold. In Grass Valley thoro 
are ten dividend paying rainos in one 
camp (some of them very heavy con- 
cerns in this respect), and a dozen 
more that are in a fair way to come 
under the same head. The bullion 
flhipmoiits are largo and gradually in- 
creasing. Tho Eureka is the best inino 
in Grass Valley. It was purchased 
— together with its 20-stamp mill — 
something over a j'oar ajro, for tbo 
sum of §100,000, and paid fur itself in 
thirteen months. The gross product 
of the mine for the year ending Seiit. 
30, 18GG, was §536,431 41. After de- 
ducting stores, repairs, labor and all 
other oxponscB, a net profit remained 
of S3GS,042 IS. The average yield of 
tho rock per ton was §47 lo. Tho total 
cost of mining and working it, per ton, 
was 813 75. The mill was not running 
full time the greater part of the year. 
The rock grew mnoh richer daring 
the last four. months; the mill ran full 
time and this is the result : Gross 
yield for last four months, $255,072 
35 ; nett, 8187,751 72. Latterly, the 
rock paid 865 34 per ton, including 
the sulphurots. There are about §5 
of sulphurots in a ton, These are 
separated, stored away and sold to 
tho agents of a Swansea eslablisb- 
meiit for shipnient to Engl;nul. A 
ton of clean sulphurots is worth i'rom 
§300 to §-tO0. A contract is about 
being entered into for the sale of a 
largo quantity at S3:iO a ton. The 
mine and mill together einplo}- 175 
men, and tho ex[)enses of tho estab- 
lishment are about §17,UU0 a month. 
The shaft is down about -lOO feet ; 
the lowest working level is 320 feet. 
Wo are told by old miners that our own 
Canon Creek (|u:irl/, will yiold ii'lW to the 
ton. If this :-laUuii)iit ho correct, too much 
energy cannot he shuwa by the managers in 
proving it to tbe world, so that a mill may be 
ereeled uod pat in ruoDing order before tbe 
Slimmer ia over. A fair test of the rock 
may thus be bad ; and if there are really 
iedacemeDts for the investment of capital in 
the Canoa Creek or Big Bend lodes, let them 
be Fatisfactorily shown, and moiiuy to eiecu 
machinery ami set it ;;o!n;,' will he speedily 
forthcoming'. lint unlil it ha.s been 
cstahiinhed beyond dmibi that wo have 
tlie=e ti-«(jni-ce-i, we eaiiiiut i'.\|jfct I'j wilness 
a favorable reaelioii. What (irasii Valley 
in O.ililoriiia has duiii!, Uritisli C(j|iiintiia 
can and will do, il proper encourageineni 
be given by the (jovernmoDt fur tbe erection 
of a mill to thoroughly test tbe lodes.

Earthquakk in Qukbec. — A Quebec 
paper of jN'ovomber llSih says : Qucheo and 
Is vicinity e.X|)orieneod the uuiiiistakeahle 
shock of an earthquake at 10 ininulea past 
11 o'clock Ihi3 morning, Tho shaking, 
aecoropauied by a rumbling metallic noiae, 
lasted over a mioato, and tbe movement way 
from north east to south west. Tho shock 
was TOoro defhied in the lower town than in 
any other part of tho city, thoinjli it was lelt 
on the capo, In tho Kuburb,^ nnd in St. 
Itocha. Maliy persons on the river side, 
aloDK ihe t^l. Chark'M, ran up in terror from 
the ehoro. The ininatea of the houses in Ihe 
sirciits of St. Eocho and St. John's Biibarbs 
ran out into the roadways, soma of them 
under tbe impression that their houses wore 
coming down about their ears, while those on 
iliQ Btreol had not noticed anythini; unusual. 
Bells were set rinf,'inir in some nppor Htoriec, 
stovo.i and windows rallied, fnrnitnre danced 
about, clucks Ktopped ^ioing, and othura vvuto 
BCI goiu)^ that had almost lorgotlon to go at 
all. Two tottering chitnueys in the burnt 
district were thrown down. And a 
)iiano In a bouse in St. George atreei, that 
wu9 not in use at the time, added to the 
ixeitoniont of the nioraenl by " striking up" 
of iis own accord. Tbe noise aooompanying 
iho ehoek was more dislinclly heard on the 
cape and at the river's edge than etsowhoro, 
and sounded like the moving ol heavy 
artillery or lumber oars, passing Irom iho 
north wodt. Business ia the court?, on 
'change and in many places was suspended 
lor a time, wliila knots of poopio a.ssunibled 
hero and thero ihrouyh llio strcots, discmisin^ 
tho recent event. The river police ol)served 
"a swell" coming ashore Irom the river, as 
though a laigo steamer had gone by ; it 
lifted one of their boats high up on to the 
beach. Tbe swell was also noticed in tho 
basin in front of the custom houf.e, by Capt, 
Forlin. The phenomenon was heralded on 
Friday by an unusual appcaraiiC':'. On that 
alternoon a number ol pers^.ns are said to 
have enjoyed tho rarn speeiaole of six wutcto 
spouts, which were lor some time ob.sorvahle 
on tbe mouth of the St. (Jharles liver, at tbo 
jaoclion of tbo St. Lawrence. Tbe columns 
of water were of considerable height, and 
appeared to move in on easterly direction, 
toward tbe obaonel of tbe St. Lawrence.
